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the assault on the president will examine the videotape of the shooting with a former Secret Service agent 
who's in charge we'll discuss that sensitive legal question with former Attorney General Griffin Bell what's the 
message to the rest of the world we'll look at that issue with Henry Kissinger this is ABC News Nightline 
reporting from Washington Ted Koppel good evening the latest news all things considered is reasonably 
good President Reagan after successful surgery is resting comfortably at George Washington Hospital here 
in the capital his press secretary James Brady shot through the head during the same assassination attempt 
this afternoon Brady has now come out of four and a half hours of surgery and the surgeon says Brady's 
prognosis is certainly better than it was earlier this afternoon Secret Service agent Tim McCarthy also shot is 
in good condition District of Columbia policeman Thomas Delahanty is in serious but stable condition we'll 
bring you the last word on all developments at the end of this broadcast but first we want to examine some of 
the serious issues raised by today's events the president's security the question of who runs the government 
when the president is incapacitated and the issue of how the United States must act with regard to the rest of 
the world at a time of perceived crisis but first that now famous piece of videotape watch it and listen to her 





with us now here in our Washington studios is Chuck Vance a veteran of 14 years with the Secret Service 
who was assigned to the detail that guarded President Ford and who was now a partner in a private 
company specializing in a personal security issues also standing by in our Washington Studios is ABC news 
cameraman Hank brown who was covering the president at the Washington Hilton today and who took the 
pictures you just saw first of all Chuck | know you wanted me to make the point that you are not here as a 
spokesman for the Secret Service but it is obviously clear that spokesmen for the Secret Service do not 
appear on television and you are a man who has spent many years with the service we would like to take a 
look with you of that same piece of videotape that we saw just a moment ago this time we're going to look at 
it in slow motion and | would appreciate Chuck if you would give us the benefit of explaining to us what went 
right and what went wrong in fact obviously some things were promptly done but there must have been some 
things that went terribly wrong so let's take a look at that piece of videotape now and would you comment 
well actually | think you're looking at it from just about the viewpoint of the assailant you're watching from his 
direction the president came out he's waving the crowd as he usually did the agents are rounding the staff 
around him all of a sudden a gunshot two agents on either side of him pushed him pushed him immediately 
into the armored limousine and the agent in front was shot went down the agents on the side and the police 
officers then went to the assailant pushed him down took control 
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assailant pushed him down took control of him took custody of him and in fact protected him while he was 
there on the ground chuck was there anything that that | mean was there any mistake that you could see that 
was made or is this just the kind of thing against which no amount of safeguarding can can actually protect 
the president well Ted not only were there no mistakes | think it was miraculous that though they reacted as 
quickly as they did it if anybody's been in a situation where you've heard a loud bang or a number of bangs 
your first response is to recoil rather than to move as they did it I think it showed there their expertise and 
their training the problem is this is one of the situations that Secret Service agents have nightmares about it's 
it's a it's a situation that our society has been because it's a Democratic Society and because politicians and 
people of that nature have to move through it as they do in want to do it that were prone to is there any way 
of protecting a president against an assault like this | mean is there anything that that could have been done 
or that might be done in the future to prevent this kind of thing from happening well it's if you had us if you 
took a Secret Service agent and said what can we do they would probably suggest a number of things that 
would not be applicable to the politician or instance well for instance clearing the streets altogether as you 
well know that the exit were President Reagan came out of is very close to the main entrance of the of the 
Washington Hilton there and in order for them to do that they would have just about in effect had to close 
down that hotel that would have been probably what what Secret Service agents would have preferred but 
and in practical terms those aren't some of the things you can do you have to you have to work within the 
parameters of our system what about a flight jacket wouldn't it have been possible for the president to be 
wearing | mean they even have these very light vests that people can wear now there are those things but 
usually politicians that they have a number of bad points in the sense that 





number of bad points in the sense that they're very hot for one thing and usually when a politician or 
someone who's speaking in front of lights as I'm doing now you get very hot with those things and unless 
there's a concern or are threaded direct threat usually most most politicians will refuse to wear them one 
more quick question Chuck and that is what about us the press we get in your way well there's that's always 
been a problem the press has always been given special privileges because they have a special job and the 
rights the First Amendment but because the press is allowed closer many times and | think this instance was 
one of them the general public was also allowed closer and maybe this gave a little better opportunity to the 
assailant alright Chuck Vance if you'd be good enough to please stand by I'm gonna turn now to Hank Brown 
who was the cameraman who shot the video that we have now seen repeatedly throughout the day Hank | 
want to begin by by addressing an issue that you told me about earlier you had brought to the attention of the 
Secret Service what point before the incident happened yes after President Reagan arrived to the Hilton | 
went into the international ballroom where | began to set up to shoot cutaways of the President as | arrived to 
the front where the head table was the press agent from the White House staff came over and asked me was 
everything ok | told him no | told that we were hampered there were people little kids down on my feet | 
couldn't shoot and that it was we just being hassled and that only was a problem that prevented us for doing 
our job there's also a security problem now when you were talking Hank about people getting in your way 
were you talking about security people or were you talking about private citizens I'm talking about the private 
citizen the public whereas one lady in particular was trying to push between me and Harry weld and my 
partner and we had to explain to her that we were cables connected here and if she could hurt it was one 
you love what one little boy which two please move away who came back and sit on my feet right there at the 
press press area which was cordon off | 





press press area which was cordon off | thought was cordon off for us mainly I've covered | covered Ford 
coming to that same press entrance at the Washington Hilton and the usually rope was off at the same area 
and that's what they did and I thank you you're looking down and we might as well take advantage of it you're 
looking down at a map that their artist Bill Lima drew for us and it's a very special kind of map in that it shows 
the position of the gunman and shows the position of the four men who were hit and the presidential 
limousine which was also hit would you continue your conversation and point out to us where you were and 


and what was going on well the press line was set up right where the press secretary was it was a great 
drainage great going across back to the wall here there was the assailant here there were two other people 
the NBC camera crew was here and | was beside the NBC crew right here in the center when the shots rang 
out | was following Reagan across here and just as he was getting ready to give his last goodbyes to the the 
crowd and getting ready to bend over get in the car that's when the shots were fired | was going down 
Bradley was coming down almost and right into the camera there which one is Bradley there Hank Bradley 
was right here and he was coming toward me at the time of his shooting and the Secret Service agent was 
here and he was hit like in the stomach or chest as | was going down and after | turned towards what his 
shots were going that's when the police and and the Secret Service agents were wrestling with the assailant 
Chuck Vance would it have been possible should it have been necessary to surround the president with 
more people welted number one it's not very practical but number two again | don't think mr. Reagan would 
have gone for it unless you had had an incident and 





unless you had had an incident and having more people there maybe potentially maybe another agent would 
have gotten hit but | think in these terms as quickly as the assailant got off six shots there's not really all that 
much you can do one agent did shield the president with his body and mic for all we know have saved the 
president's life by avoiding another hit alright Chuck Vance Hank brown thank you both very much indeed in 
a moment we'll look at the question of who is in charge when the president is unable to perform his duties 
and we'll discuss the legal issues involved with former attorney general Griffin Bell one of the first questions 
to arise today following word that the president had been shot was the question of who was in charge at the 
White House Susan King has a report at no point today was Vice President George Bush in charge although 
for six for seven hours he was a man designated commands in Texas moments after he boarded this Air 
Force 707 fully equipped with Whitehouse communication the vice president learned of the shooting for the 
next four hours he was in touch by phone with the White House at the hospital with President Reagan the top 
White House powers presidential counselor at Meese chief of staff James Baker and presidential aide Mike 
Deaver and hearsay sources was where presidential power resided with these three men they were in 
communication with the White House where top cabinet officials gathered in the Situation Room Secretary of 
State Haig defense secretary Weinberger Treasury secretary Regan CIA director Casey the Command 
Authority was informal safe sources inside the Situation Room and at no time say sources was there a 
question about who was in charge President Reagan was the president the 25th of men word which clearly 
outlines questions of succession was never close to being called upon it says the vice president takes 
charge if the president and writing says he is incapacitated or majority of the government with the vice 
president decides he is incapacitated late in the afternoon Secretary of State Haig arrived in the briefing 
room reportedly to reassure the country until the vice 





to reassure the country until the vice president returned to Washington there was someone in charge now | 
am in control here in the White House pending return of the vice president and in close touch with him if 
something came up | would check with him of course no one at the White House is claiming credit for this 
Haig appearance and later press spokesman announced not Haig but defense secretary Weinberger was 
third in line of military command if needed but White House sources are underlining that no military 
command was ever needed that even under anesthesia the president was the president just as he is when 
he is sleeping and the White House was sensitive to changes in authority as one source put it we never 
wanted to make it appear that the president was on the edge of the plunge Susan King ABC News the White 
House standing by live now at our affiliate KB TV in Denver Colorado is nationally syndicated columnist 
George Will George there still seems to be some ambiguity | realize obviously that the president is under 
anesthesia or whether the president is is asleep physically it's technically the same thing but we both know it 
isn't cool and who then is in charge well clearly unless there's going to be a protracted and uncontrollable 
departure of the president from his normal functioning the president's in charge to me Ted watching this from 
out in the country the most striking thing about the entire day is that the president seemed to maintain Anna 


law in a kind of jauntiness even in considerable pain in an extreme situation and what struck me is peculiar to 
say the least about Hague's appearance in the White House was that | didn't particularly feel that the 
President had behaved in a way that made the country need reassured the president was acting presidential 
and reassuring the country well you're saying then that secretary Hague acted improperly | think he was 
either saying something constitutionally illiterate in suggesting that he was next in charge or he was being 
politically insensitive to an astonishing degree to come in and say that to a country that could care less about 
his particular role at that moment 





about his particular role at that moment but he allegedly was in charge when in fact he wasn't but now at that 
particular moment George in all fairness we did not know that the president was was successfully out of 
surgery indeed he was not yet successfully out of surgery wasn't it necessary as far as the rest of the world 
was concerned to signal that someone was firmly in control | don't really believe the rest of the world was in 
grave doubt about that or that the rest of the world had any reason to believe that the mere fact that the Vice 
President the United States was on an airplane above the continental United States that the Vice President 
was somehow not capable of being in charge whatever that might mean in this situation now an assistant 
press spokesman at the White House Larry speaks indicated earlier this evening that in the in the general 
pecking order right now we have obviously the president on top then the vice president and then the 
Secretary of Defense what is meant by that well | assume they're saying that that what might happen when 
the president was perceived by some adversary to be incapacitated could be a foreign challenge militarily in 
which case it seems natural to assume that the man most important in this line more important than the 
Secretary of State would indeed be the Secretary of Defense who is in control more than the Secretary of 
State of the American military assets all right so this then would be more of a signal than than similar gala 
tea certainly all right on the question of legality however we have a real expert standing by standing by live 
now in our Atlanta Bureau is the former attorney general of the United States Griffin Bell who was recently 
appointed by President Reagan to head his Presidential Task Force on violent crime judge bill there are at 
least two issues upon which we can talk this evening | suppose let's begin with the last and that is you are a 
member of the Commission on violent crime it seems that violent crime is spreading by leaps and bounds in 
this country and it is scarcely possible for a president to to set foot outside it would seem well that needs to 
be so they are crimes been 





needs to be so they are crimes been greatly increasing from some 15 years and we are reached a point 
where the president the United States can not go about it normal duties without some chance of being shot 
but this is happen to be the president this time it's a it's some American citizen every few minutes according 
to the records very bad situation George Bell to go back now to the other issue for a moment and that we're 
not talking here clearly about succession because the president is is alive thank God and well we are talking 
however about his being incapacitated is there a form to be followed here that is clearly understood by 
everyone oh yes they of the president was the president all day is this very moment but had he been 
disabled and had he been able to declare himself in disabled the vice president over had he been in such 
condition that he could not make a decision the vice president and the cabinet would have made the decision 
| thought one of the better things of the day there was that the cabinet was standing by during an afternoon 
and acting very much in the quarters were there the amendment only succession of course after the vice- 
president on to this what we call the succession act yeah speak of the house would have been next 
president pro-tem next but a full team of Senate and then the Secretary of State but now George Bell is there 
a difference we're not talking now clearly about succession we're talking about a massive the president being 
incapacitated for a limited period of time well there are difference in the order after the vice president not that 
I've heard of until some today | hated that for the first time | don't | don't know understand 
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time | don't | don't know understand their the what they call the cessation of command | heard the same thing 
you mentioned on this it's the White House news statement must speaks in which you said the Secretary of 
Defense was number three | don't know about that I've never heard of that all right judge Bell | think we have 
someone standing by who can clarify it our White House correspondent Sam Donaldson the same what like 
can you shed on that well | think | can clear it up to some extent Ted I've been talking with Fred fielding the 
counsel of the President and David Gergen who is the staff director here and they are very reluctant to 
discuss it because there is a highly classified procedure which President Reagan put into effect when he 
came into office | don't know whether President Carter had the same procedure in effect or or not but in the 
case of a foreign challenge or a need to act when the president is incapacitated as he was when he was 
under anesthetics anesthesia this afternoon during the operation mr. Reagan has designated if the Vice 
President would be next in line of operating control the Secretary of Defense mr. Weinberger would be in line 
after that now it was a President Reagan's call and he made it shortly after he came into office it was not 
something that was made today it was not something that was done by the White House staff or the vice 
president in in the this emergency that occurred today it was a standing order they're reluctant to discuss 
because they say it's very highly classified and they will not say who's after the Secretary of Defense but 
they make clear it was not an intentional order given today to try to cut the Secretary of State out of the line 
and yet the question then Sam must be asked why did the Secretary of State who surely must have known 
about this order then announced himself to be temporarily in command well we're not quite certain of that | 
was not here when Mr Hague the Secretary of State made that statement but | have looked at the transcript 
and what he said roughly was that he wanted to say that he was in control but that if any decisions of an 
emergency nature needed to be made he would consult with the vice president before those decisions were 
made he did 
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before those decisions were made he did make it clear in almost the same breath that before he did anything 
he would discuss it with the vice president of the United States as George Willis pointed out always in 
communication even though he was in Texas even though his aboard his airplane he had the same 
communication equipment that the president of the United States has when he can pay travels and so mr. 
Bush could have made a decision at 30,000 feet just as surely as if he'd been in the Situation Room here at 
the White House George Bell this seems to be a certain murkiness does there not about the role of the of the 
White House staff at a time like this | mean again Susan King was pointing out and | think quite accurately 
that if anyone was in de facto command during those long hours of the afternoon it seems to have been the 
three members of the White House staff who were closest to the president well that would be a normally true 
but they could not make any major decision they'd have to go to the vice president if | think this is a more like 
the attack that President Eisenhower had a heart attack and everyone was worried while he was in the 
hospital during the first hours about how the government would run and | recalled William Rogers the 
Attorney General and vice president then Nixon being in the act and being announced if the vice president 
would be in charge pending the president house | suppose recovering enough to act again but there was no 
or no problem at the time and and | think these things uh there are many things to do serious things and the 
other things and | think the staff carries on Judge Bill hours | didn't see all afternoon during afternoon and | 
watched it kept up with the news and | thought it would handle well there's Braille one final question who 
makes that decision | mean if the president is incapacitated even momentarily does the 
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incapacitated even momentarily does the Vice President decide that now is the time to take over there's a 
member of the White House staff decide no no no the cabinet vice president and the cabinet would make 
that decision but I think you have to bear in mind that it takes a few hours of fact-finding to do all of these 
things and in that time didn't did not come today because the president was not in operating room a great 
period of time and the and we were all reassured by the fact that the Vice President came back into the 
cabinet was on hand to make the decision had there been a need for a decision and they are still available in 
key fails a need for a decision and that would that presupposes that the President himself could not they 


would not be able to say that he was disabled he'd get the place right all right judge bill we'd like to just clear 
up some of the the final loose threads hanging around this issue we're going to hop over to the State 
Department now and our diplomatic correspondent Barrie Dunsmore whose responsibility it is to cover 
secretary Hague Barry what can you add to this well | think that there may be something being suggested 
here which isn't really the case there was a suggestion that somehow secretary Hague was trying to grasp 
control of the country when the president was undergoing surgery | don't think that was his intent when he 
went before the cameras to say that he was in charge he was simply kind of stating the obvious that if you 
take a look at the executive branch it's the president the vice president and then the Secretary of State who 
was the senior cabinet officer and he certainly indicated that mr. Bush who was the vice president was on his 
way back to Washington and he Haig was simply standing by well we subsequently heard that it was mr. 
Weinberger who was in charge the implication was that this was a back of the hand to secretary Hague as 
far as | had been able to determine in conversations with a number of people at the Defense Department at 
the White House and here at the State Department | don't think that's the case there is something that's 
relatively top-secret the National Command 
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top-secret the National Command if the United States had been under attack or had come under attack in 
this period Vice President Bush would have had to have responded and he would have had to respond 
through secretary Weinberger the Secretary of Defense and that's the way that would have gone which was 
why in a sense Weinberger was number three however | don't guess any doubt that Secretary of State Haig 
played an important role and it was natural that he would say that he is the number three person in the 
executive branch was in command at the White House at that time which was not to suggest that he was the 
man who would have succeeded the vice president which as we know is it not the case all right Barry | think 
that is now as clear as it's going to get this evening and | thank you and judge Bell and George will and Sam 
Donaldson from whom we'll hear a little bit later in a moment we'll talk live with former Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger about how the United States maintains its image of stability with the rest of the world when 
the president is incapacitated when the news spread today that President Reagan had been shot the 
shockwaves extended far beyond this country tonight Vice President George Bush was at pains to reassure 
the rest of the world that with the president temporarily incapacitated his authority as Vice President to act in 
the president's behalf was clear-cut and thoroughly understood by all and that everything was functioning 
smoothly | can reinsure this nation and a watching world that the American government is functioning fully 
and effectively we've had full and complete communications throughout the day and the officers of the 
federal government have been fulfilling their obligations with skill and with care standing by live now in our 
studios here in Washington is the former Secretary of State in the Nixon and Ford administration's dr. Henry 
Kissinger dr. Kissinger at a time like this when there is this sort of a crisis why is it necessary to transmit a 
message quickly to the rest of the world many 
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quickly to the rest of the world many countries in the world depend on us for their security or have other 
relations with us in which they rely on some constant American performance and then there are adversaries 
that may be contemplating action who may be encouraged to move more rapidly if they think that there is no 
central focus of authority in the United States as it happened today was a critical day in Poland which might 
have been affected by the knowledge of whether the American government was functioning effectively now 
for all the talk of the stability that exists right now here in Washington is it possible that someone might 
misinterpret that someone might believe that in fact the United States is in a vulnerable position right now no 
| believe it has been handled extremely well | think that the vice president's statement this evening would be 
very reassuring I'm positive that the Secretary of State has been communicating with our allies giving them 
all the facts of which we possess and similarly | would be amazed if there haven't been some communication 
with potential adversaries to make absolutely clear that our command is is functioning if you can dr. Kissinger 
give us some sense of what goes on behind the scenes that at the highest level of government when there is 
a crisis of this kind who communicates with whom now of course | when | was in office we never had a crisis 


exactly of this kind we fortunately never had a president who was physically incapacitated the biggest 
problem in a crisis is to find out exactly what is going on and I'm sure this would have been a problem this 
afternoon in the Situation Room in the White House when the cabinet members assembled and an 





the cabinet members assembled and an enormous amount of time well at least it seems like an enormous 
amount of time is spent on trying to piece to fit together the various pieces of information that come in the 
next obligation is to make sure that the government is functioning effective and that each department 
continues to do what it is charge was doing and who physically undertakes that responsibility well | would 
have thought that the presidential staff and the various cabinet members would have done theirs pending the 
return of the vice president and obviously the cabinet members that were in town we're communicating with 
each other in the Situation Room and it seems to me that there was a very coherent performance during this 
afternoon and what I think Secretary of State Haig was trying to convey was that in the interval between the 
vice president's return and while the president was under anesthesia that there was a functioning 
government in Washington and that is an important message to get across to the rest of the world and 
indeed to the government is there some automatic procedure by which the defense condition alert changes 
in this country at a time of crisis like this well | | would be | do not think so | think that there are in every 
administration specific orders by which the president designates who can react to a military Emergency and 
it has been explained this evening that apparently in this administration this would be done by the President 
or the Vice President or the Secretary of Defense and that seems to me a perfectly reasonable procedure 
because the Secretary of Defense it's the cabinet member who would know 
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it's the cabinet member who would know the contingency plans pairs and who would have the machinery to 
execute commands better but is there not some automatic procedure that takes place | mean does does the 
military require there to be some civilian order that is passed on before they react in a time like this well 
theoretically the president can delegate the authority as far down the line as he chooses his commander in 
chief | have not heard of authorities being delegated below the level of of cabinet members in in any formal 
way in ain a time of crisis like this is it is it necessary to be in touch by telephone | mean to do messages go 
out to all of our embassies around the world | mean physically hours then hand but again this of course 
depends on the Secretary of State as far as the embassies are concerned the normal procedure would be 
that as soon as a as the essential facts are known that a message would go out to all the embassies telling 
them what the facts are and telling them also what they can tell foreign governments which in a case like this 
would be pretty much identical in addition | would think that messages go out and phone calls would be 
made to our closest allies probably from the Secretary of State to the foreign ministers of key friendly 
countries and | would assume that means would be found to make clear the potential adversaries that the 
government is in a functioning condition so fervently not by a formal message fundamentally then dr. 
Kissinger a bad situation has been handled about as well as it could have been | think the situation has been 
well and truly handled thank you very much for being with us this evening former President Gerald Ford also 
the victim of 
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Gerald Ford also the victim of assassination attempts while in the White House was in Tokyo today when he 
received word of the attempt on President Reagan Barbara Walters talked with mr. Ford by telephone 
President Ford twice there were attempts on your life in the same month in 1975 in California can you 
remember what it was like can you remember what went through your mind of course the immediate reaction 
was to move reflection of course you consider yourself very fortunate very lucky as | heard about President 
Reagan being shot my mind did go back to those two attempts | immediately wanted to get in touch with the 
president I talked to the Situation Room very quickly in a moment we'll have live reports from George 
Washington University Hospital on President Reagan's condition and on the situation at this hour live report 


now from George Washington Hospital our correspondent Barry Serafin is standing by there right now Barry 
what is the president's condition what about the condition of the others Ted out of the circumstances the 
news concerning President Reagan is good news he was chipper enough to tell jokes before on after his two 
hour operation in which doctors removed the bullet from his left log doctors described his vital signs as rock 
stable he sailed through this operation they say no further surgery is expected and all signs point toward a 
complete and rather speedy recovery the same is true for Secret Service agent Tim McCarthy he also 
suffered a chest wound doctors say he's doing extremely well the serious question remains for presidential 
press secretary James Brady he was shot through the head a bullet doctors say 





through the head a bullet doctors say passed through his brain the White House tonight indicated that his 
prognosis had improved somewhat his wife Sarah was at his bedside tonight following his lengthy surgery 
she told Illinois Senator Percy here a short time ago that she squeezed his hand and he squeezed back and 
she took that as a hopeful sign on the other hand doctors warned there could be brain damage one doctor 
who did not take part in the operation has told reporters here that a brain scan indicated that the bullet which 
entered Brady's head fragmented which could make a serious problem even more serious and he remains 
on the critical list tonight Ted Barry forgive me did you give us a report on Thomas Delahanty his condition 
he's the DC policeman unfortunately | cannot give you an up-to-date report because he is the only one of the 
four victims who was not brought to this hospital my understanding is that he is in stable condition it was not 
clear at the my last hearing whether or not to the bullet in him had been removed all right Barry Serafin 
thanks very much indeed John W Hinkley the man who is the alleged assailant in this case has been taken 
this evening to u.s. district court here in Washington DC and Betina Gregory has a report Ted we understand 
from FBI sources at about ten minutes ago John Hinckley was taken into the courtroom here at the u.s. 
District Courthouse for arraignment he's being booked on federal charges for the attempted assassination of 
a president if convicted we understand he could face life in prison in addition he is facing federal and local 
charges for assault on a police officer with intent to kill there is no word at this hour whether he will also be 
booked on charges arising from the shooting of press secretary James Brady and The Secret Service agent 
mr. Hinckley has two court-appointed attorneys inside the courtroom with him and there are a lot of 
dignitaries here one of the first to enter the courthouse this evening was Judge William Webster 
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this evening was Judge William Webster director of the FBI reporters asked judge Webster why he was here 
he said | just came down here to watch security is extremely tight the courtroom has been sealed off until the 
arraignment is completed and we understand the FBI will take Hinkley when he is finished being arraigned 
into their custody and take him to an undisclosed location where he will remain overnight dead Betina 
Gregory at US District Court thank you very much indeed we're going to look at a piece of videotape that has 
just come in now from California it's LA International Airport you see an Air Force plane there through the 
darkness that is bringing the two of the Reagan's children | believe Mike and Maureen Mike the oldest son
